1 . (Currently Amended) A method of reducing bandwidth utilization 
while providing information to a client from a client access network in the form of user 
information regarding a p l ura l ity set of users, said method comprising the following 
steps: 

[[-]] receiving in an information delivery server, a subscription request from the 
client for certain information on ([a]] the set of users[[,lli 

[[-]] receiving and storing bv the server, infomriation updates regarding users in 
the set[[,ll; 

IH] receiving bv the server, a subs e qu e nt first request for user infomiation from 
the client[[.]]i 

[HI retrieving bv the server, stored user infomiation corresponding to the 
requested user informationrand; 

[HI sending a firet notification from the server to the client roqardina . the first 
notification including the retrieved user infomriation, in response to the subooquont first 
user infomiation request; 

receiving bv the server, a subseouent reouest for user information from the client: 

and 

sending a subseouent notification from the server to the client, the subseouent 
notification including onlv changes in the user information since the first notification, in 
response to the subseouent user information reouest . 

2. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
users are mobile users. 
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3. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1 . wherein the 
user information is presence information on the users. 



4. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1 , wherein at 
least some of the users In the set are connected to other access networlcs. wherein the 
client access network establishes a network subscription for user information updates 
with each of the other access networks to which users in the set are connected, in 
response to the received client subscription request. 

5. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 4, wherein 
several of the users in the set are connected to the same user access network, wherein 
the client access network sends one common subscription request for those users to 
that user access network, including a list of the users in the set being connected to that 
network. 



6. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 4, wherein 
infonnation updates are continuously received from the other access networks 
whenever changes of state are detected for the users in the set, impacting the present 
network subscription. 



7. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 4, wherein, 
after establishing the network subscriptions, information is initially received from the 
other access networks on the current states of their respective users. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 7, wherein an 
initial notification is sent to the client regarding the received user information, before 
receiving the subsequent first user information request. 

9. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
subsequent first request for user information received from the client is limited to a 
subset of users comprising fewer users than the orig i nal set of users. 
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1 0. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
s«bse^«eRt firet request for user infomiation received from the client k limited to one or 
seme requests fewer types of information [[of]] tliao the information included in the 
subscription. 



1 1 . (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 9. wherein the 
first request for user information received from the client k limitPri tn a subset of users 
and/ef or types of Information [[is]] selected by the client. 

1 2. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim Q claim 11. 
wherein the subset of users and/oF or types of information is adapted to a service a nd/or 
or application currently uti l lood utilized by the client.

14. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 , wherein^ 
when the user informati on has not changed between the first notification and the 
subsequent reouest for us er Information, the [[a]] subsequent notification Is sent to the 
client i ndicating that nothing hao with only an indication that the user information has not 
changed slnco tho l aot notification . 



15. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
subscription request from the client indicates the types of information noodod 
requested . 



1 6. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
subscription request from the client indicates a time of expiration for the subscription . 
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17. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 16. wherein 
the subscription request from the client spedfles a minimum time between successive 
notifications corresponding to the time of expiration. 

1 8. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1 . wherein the 
set of users is selected by indicating a predetermined list of users. 

1 9. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
set of users is selected as an ad hoc list of users. 



20. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1 . wherein the 
set of users is selected by adding users to or deleting users from a predetermined list of 
users. 



21 . (Currently Amended) An arrangement in a client access network for 
reducing bandwidth utili zation while providing information to a connected client in the 
form of Information regarding a plurality set of users, said arrangement comprising: 

[[-]] an information delivery server adapted to r o c o ivo for receiving a subscription 
request from the client for certain information on [[aj] the set of users, and to rocoivo for 
receivinq information updates regarding the set of users from their respective access 
networks, for receiving reouests for user Infonnatlon from the client, and for sending 
notifications Including r equested user information to the client In response to the user 
information reouests: and 

[[-]] a data storage means in communication with the Infomiation delivery server 
for storing updated user information[[,]]i 

wherein, when a request for user Information is received from the client , the 
information delivery server i s furthr^r ndnpir^ri tn mmiun ^ n ibn^gu^o^ roqucct for ucor 
information from tho cli e nt, and to rotriovo retrieves the requested user Infomiation from 
the data storage means and send sends a notification to the client including the 
r e triovod usor informat i on only changes in the user information since a previous 
notification , in response to the user information request. 
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22. (Currently Amended) The arrangement according to claim 21 , 
wherein at least some of the users in the set are connected to other access networks, 
wherein the infonnation delivery server Is furth e r adapted configured to establish a 
network subscription for user information updates with each of the other access 
networks to which users In the set are connected, in response to the received client 
subscription request. 

23. (Cun-ently Amended) The arrangement according to claim 21 , 
wherein the information delivery server is further adapted confioured to continuously 
receive Information updates from the other access networks whenever changes of state 
are detected for the users in the set. 

24. (Currently Amended) The arrangement according to claim 21 , 
wherein the information delivery server Is further adapted configured to initially receive 
from the other networks infomiation on the current states of their respective users. 

25. (Currently Amended) The arrangement according to claim 24, 
wherein the information delivery server is further adapted configured to send an Initial 
notification to the client containing the received user infonnation.

27. (Currently Amended) The arrangement according to claim 21 , 
wherein the information delivery server is further adapt e d configured to detect that the 
user infonnation has no t changed between the first notification and the subseouent 
reguestfor user informati on, and in response to send to the client [[a]] the subsequent 
notification ind i cating that noth i ng hao with only an indication that the user information 
has not changed sinoo tho last notification . 
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28. (Currently Amended) The arrangement according to claim 21 , 
further comprising a user list server adapted to maintain for maintaining various lists of 
users defined for clients of the client access network, .whoro i n tho ucor liot oorvor io 
adapted to provide and for orovidina a predetermined list as a basis for the selected set 
of users. 
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
